1. According to KGB policy , archives can be destroyed 
under certain circumstances. For example, the personnel 
file of an agent who has died can be destroyed totally. 

Once a file has been destroyed, there are no traces of the 
contents of that file in the KGB archives. Even a record of 
the act of destruction is only kept for a few years. 
Therefore, it is understandable that documents about past 
dissidents or men like Raoul WALLENBERG cannot be found in 
the KGB archives. 

2. The KGB often cannot locate the files of those 
executed. The KGB has no real reason to conceal archival 
material on the fate of Raoul WALLENBERG since his death in 
Stalinist jails is openly admitted. The Soviets did not 
have Western-style archives in the 1930s and many officers 
in the NKVD were not literate so records- were primitive and 
incomplete. In some cases, "records" were only one torn 
piece of paper with the words "(date), executed XXX number 
of people."

three or four years of captivity in Lyubyanka Prison in 
Moscow. The year of his death would be 1948 or 1949. 



3. Several years ago, a KGB representative met with a 

relative of WALLENBERG to inform the family that the 

diplomat had died in a camp in 1948 or 1949. In the KGB 

mindset, however, WALLENBERG was too famous a figure to put 

in a prison camp where he might have been recognized and his 
treatment later reported to the world. Therefore, the rumor 
that WALLENBERG was seen in a prison camp in the 1950s and 
1960s was untrue. 

4. WALLENBERG was kidnapped by the NKVD in Budapest in 

1945. He was accused of being an agent for a Western 
intelligence service [NFI ] . WALLENBERG was taken directly 
to Lyubyanka Prison where he was interrogated for several 
years and then shot. [ Source Comment : WALLENBERG'S death 

was typical for this cruel period in Soviet history.] 
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5. As of late 1989, no one in Department 2 was holding 
WALLENBERG'S file. If it existed, the file was probably in 
the Central KGB Archives in the city of Tomsk, to which many 
of the files from 1917 to late 1940s period were sent. The 
archive building in Tomsk was located in the center of Tomsk 
on a hill. The brick was a rosemary (sic) color, in the 
late nineteenth century tradition. It was surrounded by a 
combination of brick walls and fences. There were bars on 
the windows.

5. TOWARD THE END OF WALLENBERG'S STAY IN THE CAMP. A

WALLENBERG. SHE CLAIMS SHE WAS TURNED AWAY WITHOUT

WALLENBERG WERE HELD HAS LONG SINCE BEEN DESTROYED IN

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Israel. Mai^y people tend to forget that these are mem- 
bers of the extremist Hamas organization which is cov- 
ered with the blood of totally innocent people.

[Text] In publishing the correspondence of V. Filip- 
pov, “Mysterious Witness Affirms: Raul Wallenberg 
Died in Pinezhsldy Woods” (No. 281 for 1992), the 
editors understood the improbability of such a suppo- 
sition, but felt that it was incumbent upon them to 
verify it, since we are speaking here of a fate which to 
this day remains one of the most tragic post-war secrets 
which concerns not only the Swedish community, but 
also the entire world community. And, as the corre- 
spondence correctly states, the ways of the GULAG are 
inscrutable. Nevertheless, we expected that the appeal 
to those who knew anything at all about the fate of the 
famous Swedish diplomat or had happened to 
enounter him would be heard. 



Mr. Dardel confidently continued to proceed from one 
single premise: As long as there is no absolutely precise 
documented confirmation of death, we must assume that 
Raul is alive. In response to our question about what the 
specific drums tances might be in which he could exist in 
such a case, he answered: “This is difficult to compre- 
hend. Ultimately, Raul could have been placed in a 
hospital. Hypothetically, he could have married a beau- 
tiful woman and may not even want to return to his 
former life.” Mr. Makinnen supported him in this: “The 
experience of our normal life, our reality, is inapplicable 
to this situation. We cannot imagine what you arc 
asking... However, I can allude to a recent inddent from 
your reality— -about an American found in a Moscow 
psychiatric dinic, a former associate of the U.S. secret 
services who had gone over to the Soviet side.” 

Our interviewees continually warned against publica- 
tion of different versions. The overwhelming majority 
of them, as the American professor said, “evoke 
anger.” He referred to the film, “Wallenberg’s Mis- 
sion.” “There is a man who maintains that he is Raul’s 
son, and as proof they show his profile on the screen. 
Yet this is devoid of any documented substantiation, 
and generally leads nowhere.” 



The responses of the first “eyewitnesses” were clearly 
mythical in nature, and a simple telephone conversation 
was enough to determine this. But then there was a call 
from Podmoskovye, from around Podolsk, promising 
something more probable. Even though the caller 
expressed himself rather cautiously. It seems, heynight 
be able to help by suggesting where to look. 




Are we not assuming this very same thankless task? Are 
we not showing yet another example of “unreliable, 
inaccurate journalism?”

In the early 30’s, 
he was commandant of a special settlement, inspector 
for special settlements in the Aldanskiy operational 
sector of the OGPU [Unified State Political Administra- 
tion under the USSR Soviet of People’s Commissars], 
and chief of the special settlements department in Dal- 
lag. In 1936 he was assigned to the NKVD [People’s 
Commissariat for Internal Affairs] cadres section. The 
geography of his subsequent work relocations, about 
which the prisoner Sergey Petrovich could not possibly 
have been informed, was as follows: Orenburg region, 
Crimea, Tambov and Kirov Oblasts. Could it not be 
from here that the 20 “laid down Kirov residents” came? 

In the 40's he again changed camps, camp stations and 
colonies in Tula and Moscow Oblasts. 

His last official duty was as the chief of that very same 
ITK [correctional-labor colony] No 8 in Podmoskovye, 
after which he was “retired because of illness.”

Two years ago, one of us wrote about the course of the 
investigation into executions of Polish officers taken 
prisoner by the Red Army in 1939 during the division of 
Poland.

In December of 1933, he was awarded the badge of the 
honored chekist “for his merciless struggle against coun- 
terrevolution.” 

In the Main Military Procurator’s Office they told us that 
A. was not entered in the lists of “firing squads” which 
had exterminated the Poles. And in the MVD they told 
us that there was no personal file on him. It had been 
destroyed because so many years had passed. 
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In ihc Ministry of Security we were met by the head of 
the archive service. General Anatoliy Afanasyevich 
Krayushkin, and his assistant. Colonel Vladimir Kon- 
stantinovich Vinogradov. According to them, all the 
primary archive materials have already been dug up, as 
they say, over and over. Does anyone have any doubt? 
However, those members and independent experts of the 
parliamentary commission on transfer of KGB archives 
who have direct access to these archives and work there, 
said the same thing. And what purpose is there in 
deceiving the community today? Judging by all, the 
Ministry of Security workers even have a direct career 
interest in exposing the whole truth. 

General Krayushkin said: 44 Although the authenticity of 
Colonel Smoltsov's report on Wallenberg’s sudden death 
in his cefl in 1947 has been established and accepted by 
the Swedes themselves, I certainly cannot discount 
another finale— execution without sentencing. Other- 
wise, they would not have scratched his name out of the 
prison records, there would have been a medical certifi- 
cate, an autopsy report, and a record of cremation.” 

Colonel Vinogradov is a member of the Russian-Swedish 
commission. Its task is the same as it was before: To get 
as close as possible to an explanation of the circum- 
stances in the drama. However, for the present day the 
commission has no new materials for study at its dis- 
posal. To be honest, our side is engaged in 44 covering up” 
all the new questions and arguments arising on the 
Swedish side. 

As we know, Wallenberg’s personal file was never found. 
Nevertheless, individual documents have been pre- 
served, and there are not all that few of them. 

Recently, the dossier was slow in being filled. Last year, 
several coded messages from January of 1945 were found 
in the Ministry of Defense. Among them was report No 
937 by the chief of staff of the Second Ukrainian Front, 
addressed to the chief of the general staff in Moscow, 
regarding the detainment of Wallenberg. 

We might add that recently, at the end of January, our 
Swedish correspondent, usin g Swedish sources, wrote 
the following in IZVESTIYA: 44 When the report is 
found, we will finally learn what specifically Wallenberg 
was accused of.” Yet this report has been at the Ministry 
of Security since the summer and is of no value in 
clarifying the matter. The documents were handed over 
to the Swedes half a year ago, but for some reason they 
were publicized there only now. 

In the Ministry of Security they suggested: The press 
rarely comes to us for a serious consultation. Is this not 
why conjectures arise, one more fantastic than the next, 
and hopes, one more improbable than the next? 

How did the Ministry of Security react to our report? Is 
there, in the opinion of specialists, a grain for analysis to 
be found here? Yes. Although there is a strong counter- 
argument: Why invite the commander of a colony from 



another department for the execution, if the manage- 
ment administration of the MGB (Ministry of State 
Security] and its commandant section had enough of its 
own executioners? 

We presented our ideas. We have no doubt that Sergey 
Petrovich heard the drunken confession of the citizen 
commander. It was said: “The Jewish hanger-on from 
Sweden.” But Sergey Petrovich did not know the Wal- 
lenberg story, and consequently could not make this up. 
“They set up a visit to the ’Kommunarka*...” Once a g ain t 
this is from the professional dictionary of the execu- 
tioners. It is quite probable that the commander lied, 
ascribing to himself the deeds of some other killer — 
perhaps a friend or drinking buddy. After all, the old 
chekist A. had morp than enough friends in this friendly 
department. 

Aside from us, the members of the Russian-Swedish 
group from the Ministry of Security— Vinogradov, 
Andrey Yevgeniycvich Zibrov and Aleksandr 
Andreyevich Kozlov— also spoke with Sergey Petrovich. 
Together and separately, they had already conducted 
many of the most incredible interviews, and could 
approach the questioning more professionally than jour- 
nalists. As a result, they too finally came to the conclu- 
sion that Sergey Petrovich had related to them that 
which he actually heard from A. That the version has 
some basis in fact, and that it cannot be refuted. 

On the 25th kilometer of the old Kaluga Road, there are 
two bus stops across from each other. There are always 
people standing around there. Workers of the “Kommu- 
narka” fur-raising sovkhoz wait for the regularly sched- 
uled bus. Here we stopped the car at random. For half an 
hour we had searched for the road leading to the holdings 
of the KGB — the forest, which in Stalin’s time had 
become the place of mass executions and burials. 

Why did we go there? Of course, we did not intend to 
continue our search here. We simply wanted to sec the 
ominous land with our own eyes. 

“Excuse me, there should be a road here somewhere... to 
the forest7” It was difficult to say precisely what it was 
that we were interested in. 

“Turn right in 100 meters.” 

“What are they looking for?”, we heard as we walked 
away from the bus stop. / 

“An execution place... A firing squad execution place...” 

The “brick” was no longer there. The barrier was open 
and buried in a snowdrift. The narrow road was covered 
with snow, which a man in an apron was shoveling. He 
answered our question with a question: “What do you 
want, who are you?” “Journalists.” “Well, you have no 
business here.” He turned his back to us and quickly 
walked away. 
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Wc wandered after him, and soon came to a solid 
fence, strung at the top with rows of barbed wire. It 
fenced off a huge section of forest. The man was 
already j ingLing the keys in the door on the other side of 
the fence which separated the land of the living from 
the laud of the dead. 

Our search stopped in “Kommunarka”. It has stopped 
for now.

SUBJECT: Report on Death of Raoul Wallenberg 



SOMARY 



A retired justice of Sweden's highest court quotes 
a Norwegian arms dealer as saying a KGB official told 
him that Raoul Wallenberg died about the end of March 
1983 while under house arrest near Moscow. 



The retired justice is Gunnar Linnander, who now lives near Stockholm and 
works part-time as an arbitrator on assignments for the International Chamber 
of Commerce in Paris. He and I have been friends since he was a UN adviser to 
the Foreign Ministry of Nepal from 1960 to 1963, while on leave from his work 
in Sweden's career judicial service, and I was a journalist living in New Delhi. 

Linnander wrote to me in mid-August that he would be in New York in late 
September on an arbitration case and hoped to come down to Washington ^visit my 
wife and me, as he and his wife have visited us in past years in Hong Kong and 
here. In that letter, he added that he had come across some curious information 
about a Sasha Pavlov, whom he understood to be the No. 2 man in the KGB, and he 
asked if I could further identify the man. After checking the unclassified 
Agency reference aid on Soviet officials, I wrote back that there were two 
Aleksandr (Sasha) Pavlovs among senior Soviet officials but none listed for 
the KGB. 

After finishing his arbitration hearing in New York, Linnander flew down 
here on Saturday, 1 October, and spent two nights with us before leaving for 
Stockholm this morning. Although he did not say so specifically, I had the 
strong impression that his main purpose in coming to Washington was to tell the 
Wallenberg story that he related to me Saturday night. He knew I had gone into 
the US government, and before telling me the story he checked with my wife to 
confirm his suspicion that I now worked for the Agency. (My IS August Outside 
Activity Approval Request on his possible visit had said I would acknowledge my 
CIA employment to him.) 
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This was Linnander's story: 

At the end of May or the first few days of June, he made one of his periodic 
visits to Geneva, where his wife Margareta lives part of the time as the 
representative of combined Swedish aid agencies working with UN and other 
international organs. In a social contact with a Britisher, the name of Raoul 
Wallenberg came. up,. The Britisher commented that "He died two months ago." 
Linnander was curious. He comes. from the same generation (he was born in 1914, 
Raoul in 1913) and social group as the Swedish banking Wallenberg family, is a 
personal friend of Raoul's sister, knows various other family members, and is 
very familiar with Raoul's disappearance in Hungary at the end of World War II 
and subsequent .questions of whether Raoul was being held in the Soviet Union. 

• 

The Britisher, whose name Linnander did not give me, .explained that his 
information came from a Norwegian amis dealer who lives in Geneva. The Britisher 
arranged a lunch a day or two later at which Linnander could talk to the 
Norwegian, without telling the latter that Linnander wanted to ask about 
Wallenberg. 

They met at a yacht club on the lake and talked in English, although the 
Britisher understood Scandinavian and said he would not mind their speaking a 
blend of Norwegian and Swedish. In a general conversation, the Norwegian claimed 
to have known and worked with President Marcos of the Philippines and Prime 
Minister Bhutto of Pakistan, and Linnander found him convincing rather than 
exaggerating. When Linnander worked the conversation around to the Wallenberg 
family as important bankers in Sweden today, the Norwegian responded with what 
Linnander found to be as much personal knowledge and apparent access to the 
family as he has himself. The Norwegian particularly knew Henry Wallenberg, 
whojfl Linnander says is now retired from the family businesses and living in 
the south of France. 

Linnander then mentioned Raoul. The Norwegian replied, "Oh, he's dead. He 
died two months ago under house arrest in a forest near Moscow." 

Linnander understood that a natural death was meant, although this was not 
made specific. He pressed the Norwegian on how he knew this. The Norwegian 
replied that two months earlier he had been visited at 3 a.m. at his Geneva home 
by Sasha Pavlov, whom he identified as the No. 2 man in the KGB.' TheHNorwegian 
said Pavlov, whom he knew, pounded on the door, was finally let in, had been 
drinking some but was not drunk, and over drinks volunteered that Raoul had died. 

Why, Linnander asked, had the Norwegian been told this? The Norwegian 
presumed that he was intended to pass along word to Henry Wallenberg. He told 
Linnander, however, that he had not done so- -that he did not want to get 
involved in the case or the publicity that has periodically surrounded it. The 
Norwegian's motives in having told the Britisher and then repeated it to 
Linnander were not clear to Linnander, he told me, but Linnander speculated that 
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he was possibly considered a good channel back to the Swedish establishment. 
Linnander promised not to disclose the Norwegian's name- -and he made a point 
of this to me, not telling me the name. Although Linnander probed him for 
more information, there was nothing more of significance. The Britisher told 
Linnander as they were driving together back into Geneva that he had broken off 
the subject while Linnander went to the bathroom, warning the Norwegian that 
he had said enough already. 

Linnander expressed to me a feeling of awkwardness about this report. He 
has not discussed it with anyone in the Swedish government, he said. He is afraid 
that a disclosure to one of his contacts in thp cabinet would result in leakage 
to the press and a public attempt to identify and interview the Norwegian, which 
Linnander feels would be a breach of his pledge not to disclose the man's identity. 
Linnander said he had considered taking the story to the Swedish a ttomey- genera 1 , 
who he says has a somewhat independent position under Swedish law and .could pursue 
it more discreetly, but he has hesitated to do that. One reason is that he is 
uncertain about who Sasha Pavlov is. 

Linnander mentioned to me that Raoul Wallenberg was made an honorary US 
citizen some years ago. He seemed to be implying that the US government should 
take interest in this report. He did not directly ask me to report what he told 
me, but I assume he intended that I should do so. What he did ask was if I could 
help him identify Sasha Pavlov so he could better evaluate the story. We 
discussed the possibility that Pavlov is the No. 2 KGB man in Geneva, a level of 
official who might be in contact with aims dealers and wandering around at 3 a.m. 

I told Linnander when he left this morning that I would, as he asked, try 
t to find out something about Pavlov and write to him. 

I believe this is a contact that should be followed up with caution. If it 
were possible to identify Pavlov as someone in a position to have such information 
and to tell Linnander, he might then be moved to tell the story to someone in the 
Swedish government. Although it might never be possible to be certain about the 
story, coming as it does after so many other conflicting official and unofficial 
Soviet accounts of Wallenberg's fate, a surfacing of the story in Sweden would be 
_to _U$ .advantage in reminding the Swedish public of a case that had periodically 
soured Swedish-Soviet relations.

In a surprising press release issued late in the afternoon of December 
ll f the Royal Minis try of Foreign Affairs announced that the Soviet Ambassador 
Konstantin RODIONOV would soon leave Stockholm, Noting It hat Ambassador 
Rodionov bad that) day called on ^Acting Foreign Minis ter jtlNXBLL, the Foreign 
Office press release explained that the Soviet Ambassador volunteered that 
after nearly seven years in Sweden he had asked his Government to be relieved 
of bis duties as Ambassador to Sweden, and his Government had decided to grant 
his request® The press release concluded with the information that 
Ambassador Rodionov would soon leave for Moscow "to take up other duties 
there f " 



This announcement by the Swedish Foreign Office followed closely the 
strong Swedish press protests against Ambassador Rodionov 1 ■ sudden return to 
Stockholm on December J after ten weeks of heme leave which began shortly 
before sentence was passed in the £RICSSOK spy case* Anatole Erioason, known 
here as the radar spy,, was the qonvloted defendant in the third major 
espionage case involving the 9oyie^ Uhion during Rodionovas' term as Ambassador 
bekf® Social Dcmooratio, Liberal and Conservative papers all termed the 
Ambassador's return an intuit to Sweden* They called on the Government to 
make known to Uoeoow how undesirable Rodionov had become, beoauss, in the 
mind s of the Swedish public, he was direotly associated with the repeated 
case# of espionage involving persons attached to the Soviet Sahas ay or other 
official Soviet agencies in Stockholm, The fact that the Soviet Government 
had bluntly and callously denied any connection with any of thes e spy oases 
(Njldi ng ANDSBSSOR in 1951, Fritiof ENBCM in 1952 or Anatole ERICSSON in 
195 d) f despite its obvious involvement, appeared to further aggravate 
Rodionov's position#

Swedish Ambassado yhjp at th e United Nations. Whan I discussed this 
matter later vithflpB^HM the latter said that this report urns 
totally at variance with t Eif official line he received from the Foreign 
Office where Ambassador Sohlaan is regarded as a great Russian expert, 
very close to the Foreign Minister Unden and frequently called back to 
brief the Foreign Office. The Foreign Office ostensibly, at least, 
desires to retain Sohlaan in his present post at Moscow as long as 
possible because of his great value . A vacant Swedish Ambassadorship 
at the United Nations (the DCE) has moreover very recently been filled. 

The discrepancy between these two a o count a is so startling thct it 
deserves investigation, which will be pursued aa diaareetly as possible 
here, hut any Headquarters information or views should be welcome. It 
may be that Ambassador Bohlen has already reported on Sohlman. One 
po q^ible explana tion for this divergence is the rabidly partisan nature 
of ■■^■^■^conaerTative poKtica^It is quite conceivable that any 
of'Undrt Is anathema toBB^M^ho^moreover, has also from 
time to tlmo made critical ioamhtst3ggg0fcoQ earning the Fbroign 
Office generally. 

k comments concerning the Raou^Valle nberg case on which he 
brked pe^Jonally for the Foreign Office were also of considerable 
interest. He said that the Foreign Office energy in pursuing this 
case was largely tbs result of the strong pressure of public opinion 
hot^through the press and through the speoial Raoul Wallenberg association. 
HpBHBBbade it dear, as he had previously stated to Hevbold, that 
*EEe Svedlfn Government expects another rejection for their latest note 
to the Soviet Union on this subjeot, and that the Swedish Govepment 
would be left with no reoourse but to publish a White Paper, 
had previously stated to Newbold that such publication might Be* somewhat 
embarrassing to the Foreign Office because of its probable revelation 
that until approximately 3 years ago the Foreign Office had not pursued 
the question with sufficient vigor, although sinoe that time the Foreign 
ffice h*s been extremely vigorous in its notes of protest and inquiry.) 

Jfurtber revealed that he had personally spent 3 months in 
irmany tfoout a year ago interrogating German returnees from the Soviet 
camp at Vorkuta and was satisfied of the positive identification of 
Wallenberg and verification of his presence ^Mforkut^y at least one 
German who had been Wallenberg's oell mate. therefore 

positive that he could trace Wallenberg's actual exists no* up to a 
certain dat e^ though, when HeWbold suggested that this might be as recent 
as 1949-51, plied "No, much earlier, but I am not at liberty 

to tell you yie exad£ date" when Wallenberg's aotual survival was last 
certified. oertain that Paoul Wallenberg is now dead.
